kyo, Japan and we are privileged to 
give the readers of T h e T k l e o r m ’i i 
the following extracts concerning life 
in a Japanese home, 
The letter is 
dated Dec. 21 at Tokyo and runs as 
follows: 


1 have just 
returned from dining 
with a M. Eurnya, a Jap , whom 1 told 
you 1 had met the other day. 
He was 
¡n Am erica four years and a graduate 
of the University of Michigan. 
He is 
at present in the Japanese Foreign 
cilice. 
W e had everything Japanese 
style. W e went to a Japanese house in 
Jin rid ’s-shas and the first thing when 
we got there we . it down on the door 
stepand took otT our shoes. 
A s it was 
quite cold the lady hunted up a pair 
of felt slippers for me to put on as she 
said she was afraid I would take cold 
with my thin socks. 
The .Taps wear a 
kind of cotton affair over their stock­ 
ings and then those great 
wooden 
shoes, so they are as warm with t heir 
shoes off as with them on. 
Th ey ush­ 
ered us into a little room about as 
bigas a good sized closet. 
The floor 
was covered with m atting and there 
wasn't a particle of furniture, only 
two small cushions which we sat. down 
on. 
Everything was as neat and clean 
as it possibly could lie even to the dap­ 
per little, shiny haired servant girls. 
Everything was strictly Japanese as 
Mr. Furnya said he wanted me to see 
just how the Japanese people lived. 
When dinner was served we were each 
brought a small cup of Japanese tea, 
about two teaspoonfuls in a cup, and! 
a little fiat candied cake. 
We ate t his i 
then sat and chatted a quarter of an 1 
hour or such a 
matter. 
Then the 1 
soup was brought in. This was exceed- j 
ingly good soup, 
made of meat and j 
some sort of vegetable like asparagus 
They served the soup in small Jap an ­ 
ese bowls and gave us a pair of chop­ 
sticks to eat it with. 
W e drank the 
soup out of the how! and ate the small 
bits of meat wii h the chop-st icks. My 
friend explained to me that it wasn’t 
bad form at all for one to make a noise 
of sipping while drinking his soup or 
anything. When we had disposed of 
the soup, which by the wav was right 
g )od, the other food was served. 
I 
forgot.to tell you that we sat fiat on 
the floor, that, is I did, 
he sat 
on his 
feet, but 1 am too heavy, my lee* 
won't stand for being sat upon. 
The 
dishes were set. on thelloorin front of us 
and we ate picnic fashion. There were 
a good 
many dishes 
that i didn’t 
know any English name for and the 
Japanese names: even if i rerneinhered 
them probably wouldn’t be any more 
intelligible to you than they were to 
me 
One of the dishes I enjoyed most 
was a huge turnip, boiled whole, and 
served covered with minced chicken 
They had a kind of salad made of eggs 
and what f took to tie young radish 
tops. 
There were two kinds of fish, 
One fried arid the other roasted or 
based and they were simply delicious. , 
One of the most characteristic dishes j 
was what i took to be Sea Anemones j 
stewed and served with a sauce some- j 
thing like 
“ Worcestershire sauce.” 
i went through the whole perform j 
ance with no other weapons than the I 
j chop sticks. 
At jo ut. ten minutes after j 
I we began one of the servants, seeing j 
| what bard work I was making of it 
j w ith theehop-sticks, produced a knife, 
a fork and a spoon, but I relented the 1 
implication that 
i couldn’t 
master 
the science of ehop-stick manipulation ! 
; and persisted in worrying through! 
I with them. 
The funny little Ja p 1 
, was wath explained everything care-' 
fully so 1 shouldn't seem to not know 
I how. to do. 
They
